Interesting Facts Relating To Big 


Schooners. 


That the great four-masted and five 


masted schooners in the coast coal 
freighting are profitable investments 
when well managed is evident from 
the constant going and returning be- 
tween Boston and coal ports of some 
of the large vessels, and when com- 
bined with large carrying capacity 
in swiftness of sailing, as in the case 
of the great six-master, Geroge W. 
Wells, or the four-master, Jacob M. 
Haskell, the income from the invest- 
ment is limited only by the necessary 
time to make trips. 


Not long ago Mr. Frank N. Tandy, 


an expert in marine matters, compiled 
some figures which are of general in- 
terest. 


Mr. Tandy took the statments of 


four large schooners, two four-masters 
and two five-masters, which have been 
used in the Atlantic coast trade, and 
in a very full table clearly shows what 
vessels of this typo are capable of 
earning, even when Ircight rates are 
as low as they are at present. 


Vessel No. 1 made twelve voyages, 


consuming 512 days to date. It paid 
dividends from $10 to $8-1 per 1-G1 
each trip, the total for the twelve trips 
figuring up $442 per 1-64. and she paid 
38.8 per cent, of her cost in that time. 
This vessel cost $72,060; gross ton- 
nage is 1904, and her carrying capac- 
ity is 3000 tons. 


The three other vessels from whose 


statements data are compiled paid 
irom ?12 to $100 per 1-64 each trip, 
and the average for the fleet shows a 
dividend of $33 per 1-04 each trip, and 
a yearly profit of 27.5 per cent, on the 
investment to the, owners. The net 
earnings have so far averaged 42.9 per 
cent, of the gross receipts and IS.9 
per cent, of the total cost of the ves- 
sels has ^o far been paid.

HAMPTON WATER SUPPLY. 


Town Will Soon Have • System for 


Village and Beach. 


It now looks as if Hampton would 


have a town water supply at last for 
ooth the village and .the beach. The 
company is pushing- the matter with 
the evident intention of having the sys- 
tem in operation for the summer sea- 
son. Engineers have tested the sup- 
ply, land has been bonded to the com- 
pany about Lane spring, and most of 
the preliminaries have been arranged 
for a start as soon as the ground is 
free from frost.

DISHORNING STOCK. 
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B*f»«fte Potath Treatment of the 


YottNiE' Hwn- In lllwlt F*vor. 


A common method now to do away 


with the horns of stock is to prevent 
their growth by the use of chemicals 
on the calf. This seems to have had its 
beginning about the year 1890 and im- 
mediately grew In favor, The Mary- 
land station seems to prefer this meth- 
od to cutting or clipping the horns and 
has the following to saj* ahout it: 


It is quickly and easily done. It is 


comparatively painless, causes no nerv- 
ous shock, and it is done at a time 
when there is no milk tlow to injure. 
The ordinary method is to use u stick 
of caustic soda or caustic potash when 
the button or small horn can first be 
felt. Clip the hair from over the button 
with « pair of scisscrs, wet the cud of 


I the stick of caustic with saliva and 


rub the skin over the horn vigorously. 
The operation requires about tv.-o min- 
utes. The work can be done very easily 
by one man—Iu fact, as easily as two 
can do it. The best age ut which to 
perform this operation is as soon ap 
the button or young born can be fell 
with the finger. This is usually when 
the calf is about a week old. But it 
can be done with perfect success up 
until the lime Ihe calf is a month old 
or even older if the operator is careful 
to make a thorough application. It is 
better to use the caustic on the cahcs 
when they are young enough to insure 
that the operation will be effective, and 
this age is from three diiys to three 
we'-'ks. 


In our work at this station we h:ue 


used the stick caustic potash or caus- 
tic soda entirely, and in its use we 
necessarily handle it with care, not 
allowing it to come in contact with the 
fingers, as it has a burning or corrod- 
ing effect and will take off (lie shin 
very quickly. This can he pi evented 
by simply wrapping the end of the 
stick in a piece of paper to pone a" a 
handle. In applying the caustic to the 
head it is well not to allow the spot 
to become too moist, as It will run 
down the side of'lbe head, making a 
sore, remo\lng tho hair and Ie:i\ing 
a scar which mny show, and then 
there is danger of it running into flu- 
eye, 
which 
would 
certainly cause 


blindness. 
It would be well to luue 


some water standing close by, so that 
the caustic could lie dipped into it a 
couple of limes during the application. 
In using the caustic thorough rubbing 
is necessary, and insiHlicieul rubbing 
caused many failures.

no possible danger from its use. 
For 


a short time after the application the 
calf goes around shaking its bead, but 
it never refuses to eat immediately 
after, when the pain is the greatest. 
In some instances the cnlf shows no 
sign of suffering after fifteen minutes 
have passed. The operation appears 
to be more humane than removing the 
matured horn, and doubtless it is so. 


The head of an animal dishorned 


with chemicals presents a much differ- 
ent appearance from one dishorned 
with clippers. In a neat job with the 
chemical dishorncr it would be difficult 
to distinguish between it and the head 
of nn animal of the polled breeds. 
When the clippers are used, the head 
presents a square appearance, rather 
unnatural for an animal without hornst, 
and yet many prefer It to the rather 
pointed head of the polled breeds or 
tho animal dishorned with chemicals. 
It Js economical to buy caustic soda or 
potash in sticks costing about 25 to 3D 
cents a pound, and a pound will dis- 
fcorn a hundred calves or more.

imbursement in addition, to the re- 
ward of $30. 


Mr. Tracewell says that the offer ,of 


the reward and performance of the 
service for which it was offered com- 
plete the contract and Mr. Mahon is 
clearly entitled to the reward and his 
actual and necessary expenses in ac- 
cordance with the terms of the offe,r, 
unless the offer was illegal, in which 
case no more can be allowed than the 
amount authorized by law. 


Mr. Tracewell says that the army 


regulation:: limit the reward to $20 
and actual expenses, costing not over 
$30, a total of ?50. These regulations, 
however, do not govern the 
marine 


corps, which, the controller says, is 
controlled by navy department regu- 
lations. These fi\ the reward for de- 
s^rters at ?20. 
The controller concludes: 
"In view of the foregoing statute 


and regulation. I am of opinion that 
articles 901, 902 and 903 of the navy 
regulations quoted apply to deserters 
from the marine corps at shore sta- 
tions, so far as the conditions of ser- 
vice admit, and therefore limit the au- 
thority of the commandant in offering 
rewards for the return of such desert- 
ers. If specific authority is wanting,

as in this case, for the return ot the 
deserter to his station instead of his 
return to a vessel, the customs and 
usages of the naval service must pre- 
vail, and fitting the custom to the 
character of the service, the deserter 
should be returned to his station. The 
commanding officer in this case had 
no authority to offer a reward greater 
than $20 for the return of the deserter 
or to offer to reimburse the person re- 
turning him to a greater extent than 
authorized by article 903. Only a re- 
ward of $20 may therefore 
be paid, 


and reimbursement made 
only 
for 


such expenses as may have been fair- 
ly incurred m lodging, subsisting and 
transporting such deserter to place ot 
delivery. 


"As, however, the limitations above 


considered are matters ot regulation 
ot your department, and do not de- 
pend upon statute, it is competent lor 
you to waive such 
limitations, 
in 


whole or in part, it you think it is a 
case proper to be cxcepted irom the 
operations of the regulations. In the 
event ot such waiver, a reward, not 
exceeding the amount offered, may be 
paid, together with such expenses, in- 
curred in the delivery ol the deserter 
as you may deem were necessary and 
proper."—Washington Star.
